Series of Air Disasters on Pacific Rim 


22 ON BOARD 
THREE PLANES 
ARE MISSING 


Seattle (AP) — One plane 


was known today to have 
crashed and two others were 
missing and presumed down 
in the latest series of avia- 
tion disasters along the North 
Pacific rim. 


Twenty-two persons aboard 


the three planes were missing, 
including Capt. Julian D. 
Greer, commander of Fleet 
Air Whig 6, stationed at the 
Alameda Naval Air Station. 
Calif. 


A total of 298 persons are 
known dead or are missing in 
10 previous military plane 
disasters around the North 
Pacific rim from Tokyo to Al- 
aska to Montana since last 
Nov. 7. 


The pilot of a Central Brit- 


ish Columbia Airways plane 
which went- down Tuesday 
was found alive on a windswept 
beach 400 miles north of Van- 
couver, B. C., last night. Also 
found was the drowned body of 
one of his passengers. 


Capt. Greer was aboard a IT, S. 


Navy P4Y patrol plane which van- 
Ishea'^yMteri^ay^ over the Puget 
Sound country of Western Wash- 
ington on a flight from Alameda 
to Whidbey Island Naval Air Sta- 
tion, 50 miles north of here. Nine 
other Navy personnel were aboard 
the craft. 


Missing in the Wilds of Central 


British Columbia was an RCAF 
Dakota which disappeared yester- 
day while .on a training flight with 
seven men aboard. 


James J. Siddle, pilot of the 


CBCA plane, said the craft sank 
after striking a submerged log 
when he tned to attempt an emer- 
gency landing. Siddle said when 
the plane started to sink he order- 
ed the passengers to don life- 
jackets and make for the beach, 
200 yards distant. 


The Navy at Alameda also re- 


leased the names of three men 
aboard the P4Y, Including Capt. 
Greer. The other two, both from 
Alameda, were identified as Lt. O. 
C. Everhart and Aviation Tech- 
nician 1C T. W. Huffman.

SEEK CAUSE 
OF BLAZE ON 
HUGE LINER

Southampton, En;. (JP) — A 


Scotland Yard expert joined, detec- 
tives combing the British liner 
Queen Elizabeth today lor clue's to 
the cause of a fire that broke out 
—and was quickly put ,6ut- — last 
night in a main deck cabin of the 
world's biggest ship. 


"It might have been accidental, 


it might have been willful," said 
Southampton's 
chief 
constable 


Charles Bos after the mid-evening 
blaze. 


Reporting the fire, the British 


Press suggested sabotage. 


Scotland Yard sent a specialist 


to examine charred wood which 
had been carefully preserved after 
the fire. 


The 83,673-ton Cunard liner is in 


drydock, undergoing her annual 
overhaul before resuming trans- 
Atlantic service to New York 
Feb. 11. Officials noted that smok- 
ing is banned among workmen re- 
fitting the ship in the King George 
V drydock. 


'The investigation into the blaze 


coincides with inquiries now under- 
way into the fire destruction last 
week end in Liverpool of the Can- 
adian trans-Atlantic liner Empress 
of Canada. Three small mystery 
fires broke out aboard the liner 
Queen Mary, sister ship of the 
Elizabeth, while she was in dry- 
dock here last month. 


Police and detectives threw a 


tight guard about the ship, check- 
ing on everyone leaving or board- 
ing her. Firemen stood by until 
late last night.

Congress Already Giving New President 
Bumpy Time Over Some of His Choices 


By JAMES MARLOW 


Washington (JP)—In office only 


10 days, President Eisenhower al- 
ready has had a .bumpy tune of it 
with Congress, where his own 
party is In control. 


He has not had a break with the 


lawmakers. 
He has not suffered 


any major defeats or reverses at 
their hands yet. But they have" 
refused to rubber-stamp his sug- 
gestions. 


Most of his trouble has been 


over men he picked for high of- 
fice. But . the - groundwork was 
laid this week to make it easier 
for Congress to block any Elsen- 
hower attempts at reorganizing or 
streamlining the government 


His first bump was the nomina- 


tion of Charles B. Wilson, former 
president of General Motors, as 
secretary of .defense. When Wil- 
son told the senators he saw no 
reason to sell his G. M. stock, the 
senators said "Whoa." 


They pointed out he might have 


to pass on government contracts 
with G. M. if he was secretary. He 
said he could do it impartially. 
That wasn't the point, they said. 


Tb^ey reminded him: There'* a 


law forbidding a government of- 
ficial to do government business 
with a firm, in which he has money 
interest. They made it clear he 
couldn't be secretary unless he sold 
his stock. 


After thinking this over, he said 


he'd sell it. They approved him. 
But aihong men he had picked to 
be his top assistants were two in 
exactly the same fix as himself. 


They were Robert T. B. Stevens 


for Army secretary and Harold E. 
Talbott for secretary of the Air 
Force. Both have financial inter- 
ests in'firms doing business with 
the government. 


When President Truman wanted 


to reorganize a government agency 
he sent his plan to Congress. Un- 
less either House disapproved, the 
plan went through. House or Sen- 
ate could block it by a specified 
vote. 


The same situation faces Eisen- 


hower. But all 15 Republicans on 
a House committee voted to make 
it easier—by lowering the required 
vote—for the House to block Ei- 
senhower than it was to block Tru- 
man in such cases. AH 14 Demo- 
crats on the committee voted on 
Eisenhower's side

of nearby Coraopolis, whose widow 
was awarded a bronze medal and 
a $960 a year pension yesterday. 


The other Pennsylvanians, who 


were among 17 persons from eight 
states cited by the hero commis- 
sion are Nazareth A. Thomasettl, 
42, of Pittston, and Melvin Mac- 
Gill, 16, of Renovo. 


Walker died in the daring res- 


cue of Mrs. M. Louella Acheson, 
87, last May 30, when her home 
was destroyed by flre. WalSer, his 
four children and Mrs. Acheson 
were in the house when the fire 
broke out. 


The father led his three sons to 


safety after an older daughter 


escaped. Then he re-entered the 
inferno and carried Mrs. Acheson 
from her second-floor bedroom to 
the front door. 


Walker 
and Mrs. Acheson's 


crumpled forms were found near 
the door. Walker died nine hours 
later. Mrs. Acheson never recover- 
ed from her severe burns and died 
three months later.

jMessner Clarifies 
[Amended Corporate 
Net Income Tax Act 


To further clarify the amend- 


ment passed at the last session of 
the State Legislature and affect- 
ing the Corporate Net Income Tax 
Act, Otto F. Messner, state secre- 
tary of revenue, has issued the 
following statement: . 


"Act No. 468, approved Decem- 


ber 27, 1951, reenacted and further 
amended the Corporate Net In- 
come Tax Act by extending it to 
cover income received or accrued 
during the calendar year 1953, or 
the fiscal year beginning in 1953, 
and providing for the 'accelerated' 
collection of a portion of the tax 
due for the calendar year 1953 or 
fiscal year beginning in 1953. 


"In addition to paying the regu- 


lar tax for 1952, corporations are 
required to file a 'tentative report' 
by April 30, 1953, for the tax year 
1953 and pay tax at the late either 
of 2*3 9o on net income of the pre- 
ceding year reported or 10% of 
net 
income 
received or accrued 


during the first three <.3> months 
of the calendar or fiscal jear of 
1953. For corporations not on a 
calendar year basis, the 'tentative 
report' is due within four (4) 
months after the close of the fiscal 
year ending in 1953. 


"Normally, the net income fig- 


ure under the 
first 
alternative 


would be the amount for the cal- 
endar year 1952 or for the fiscal 
year beginning in 1952. However, 
if the corporation had been grant- 
ed an extension of time on the fil- 
ing of its return for the calendar 
year 1952, or for the fiscal year 
beginning in 1952, then the net in- 
come figure shown in the 'tenta- 
tive report' necessarily would be 
for the calendar year 1951 or fis- 
cal year beginning m 1951 
The 


law does not provide for an ex- 
tension of time for filing the 'ten- 
tative reports.' 


"These same pro-visions apply al- 


so to the Corporation Income Tax 
Law imposing a new 'property tax' 
is reenacted by Act. No. 470, ap- 
proved December 27, 1951.

FEWER FOREST FIRES 


Data released by the Forest 


Service of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture present a very fav- 
orable picture of the protection 
provided for the forests of Penn- 
sylvania by the Division of Pro- 
tection of the State Department of 
Forests and Waters, the State 
Planning Board' said today. Com- 
parisons with conditions of 1939 
show that in that year 85,657 for- 
est fires occurred on protected 
lands in the United States and 
that two years ago 96,578 fires oc- 
curred on such land, while in Penn- 
sylvania, which had 4,768 forest 
fires on protected areas In 1939, 
there w»re only 910 reported fires 
in 1950. The forest areas burned 
off in Pennsylvania in 1950 was 
36,775 acres as compared with 72,- 
170 til 1939.

The' State Planning Board, Department of Com- 


merce, says one of the most interesting and inescap- 
able problems facing the future of Pennsylvania and 
the United States as a whole, is shown by the age 
distribution of the State's population, recorded by 
the 1950 Census and recently made available. 
; 
Between 1940 and 1950, Pennsylvania's population 


gain was 597,882. a very substantial and satisfactory 
figure considering the fact that these population gains 
represent additions to our wealth of productive power. 
However, we must recognize that they also represent 
a demand for new facilities and services, such as 
hospitals and schools which must principally be paid 
for by today's working population. 


The important question is—how Pennsylvania's 


increase of nearly 600,000 is distributed. The answer 
is given by the preliminary Census report on the age 
distribution of our population referred to above. As 
compared with 1940, Pennsylvania in 1950 had an in- 
crease of more than 300,000 under age five, and an 
increase of mora than 95,000 between the ages of 
'five and nine. This means, of course, that*the ele- 
' mentary schools of this state will have, very shortly, 
. several hundred thousands more pupils than they had 
ten years ago. 
' 
Turning from the youngest to the oldest groups 


1 in our population, we find that in 1950, as compared 


- r with 1940, there were nearly 82,000 more persons over 
' \ 75, 120,000 more between 65 and 75, and J.65,000 more 
| between ages 55 and 65. In other words, there was 


L an increase of 395,000 in the number under 10 years 
i of age. There was also a considerable increase in 
1 the number between 25 and 55, but a loss of 497,000 
: in the age group betwen 10 and 25. That age group 


in our present population is so far below its propor- 
; tion of 10 years ago because it represents the child- 
' ren born during a period of depression when the birth 
'-rate was lower than at any time in history of either 
; the State or the Nation. 


It requires no gift of prophecy to realize that, 


; with the passage of the years, that group which is 
.now, in 1952, betAveen ages 12 and 27, will face seri- 
; ous problems in eery community, and in the Nation 


•, as a whole. 


There are today in Pennsylvania almost 500,000 


fewer young people in this age group than there 
'-were 10 years ago, although our State's total popula- 
' tion has increased by 600,000. But this age group, 
1 which is proportionately far below normal, must now 
' supply the personnel for our Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps and Air Force.

The pattern set in the Wilson case is bound to be followed for every

For it has been frequently said that this is to be a business admin- 
•istration, and this is the test case. 


Some of the best lawyers in the country were apparently caught 


napping in not discovering the old law which prevents any U. S. 
official from doing go\ernment business \\ith a company in \\hic.ti 
he has interests The law was called to the attention of the Eisen- 
hower administration by Democratic Sen. Harry F. Byrd of Vir- 
' ginia. 
But the Republicans did nothing to clear up the Wilson 


situation in the \veeks between his appointment and inauguration 
day. 


As a matter of fact, this law was not consistently enforced by the 


Democrats during the Truman administration. The other C. E 
Wilson, of General Electric. \\as allowed to keep his stock interests

"Fortunes were made. . . . Profits were large, and anybody could 


sell the government worthless steamers, shoddy clothing, rotten 
ammunition, defective rifles and food that was hardly fit for pigs." 


Conscription began in the North in 1863 and on the first draft 


292.000 names were drawn 
Says Woodward: "40,000 failed to re- 


spond. . . . 164,000 were exempted. . . . 52.000 bought exemptions tor 
$300 apiece." The net result was 36,000 men bagged for the army. 


On the financial scandals, the historian relates that a speculator 


could take S400 in gold, exchange that for S1000 in black market 
greenbacks, buy a S1000 bond with the greenbacks and get 560 8 
year interest in gold, or a 15 per rent profit on the original S400. 


All these things led to the passage of the National Banking Act in

Service, depending entirely upon 
voluntary enlistments in the Regu- 
lar Navy and the Naval Reserve. 


The Organized Naval Reserve is 


a training component of the Navy 
designed to train young men of the 
Naval Reserve in their home town, 
so that when the time comes for 
them to serve on active duty in 
the greatest Navy in the 
World, 


they will at least be semi-skilled 
men. 
By attending weekly meet- 


ings, a young man can acquire the 
knowledge and skills necessary to 
advance in rate he selects. 


The type of instruction pursued 


is dependent upon the desires of 
the individual and the needs of the 
Service.

Washington (.£»)—An engineer 


on a runaway train testified that 
not until he was "Just outside the 
Washington station, and while he 
was hitting 70 miles an hour, did 
he realise his brakes had failed. 


'I gave her everything 1 'lad," 


Harry Brower, the engineer, said, 
"but nothing happened." He was 
talking about the brakes. 


The train, the Pennsylvania's 


Federal Express from Boston, tar- 
eened on into the yards, plung- 
ed off the dead end rails and into 
the concourse of the Union Station. 
No one was killed in-this spectac- 
ular wreck of Jan. 15, but more 
than 40 were injured. 


Brower gave his testimony as

Let Heat from Basement 
Keep Your Hot-bed Warm

Even the smallest garden can 


profit from a hot-bed In which' 
plants can be started Weeks ear- 
lier than seeds can-be sown out- 
doors. The plants you grow cost 
a fraction of those purchased in 
the market. 


Most economical in space, cost 
and upkeep, is a hot-bed built 
around a window opening from 
a heated basement, preferably a 
south window. In front of the win- 
dow make a shallow excavation, 
about a foot deep. The size must 


-be-figured carefully, so.that a 
frajne set in this- excavation can 
'be covered by window 6r hot-bed 
sash. As in the case of other hot- 
beds, a glass substitute may be 
used on the sash, if desired.'. 


Build a frame to fit in the ex- 


cavation. Tne 'sides must slant 
sharply from a point above the 
•window, almost to the ground. 
Pit" the sash on this- frame, using. 
hinges at the top so the sash may 
easily be raised for yentiladon. 
Earth may be banked aro.ind the 
frame to keep out the cold; and I 
the sides should' be -as tight as 
possible to keep out "the wind. 


The frame may have to be 


caulked, where, it joins the foun- 
dation to prevent drafts, other- 
wise it is built like the garden 
type, using a standard or-odd size 
sash as you choose.' 
. 


Heat is supplied to this bed by 


opening the basement window,

and allowing the heated base- 
ment air to enter the bed. .the 
window is left open at night, and 
may often b.« closed during the 
day, when the sun is shining on 
the bed. 'Hotbeds of this type 
type have been tried and test«U 
and although they do not main- 
tain temperatures as high is 
other kinds the heat will be more 
even, and the ventilation much 
better. 


The main things to watch are 


temperature and drafts. Ventila- 
tion is necessary, on warm days, 
and for very short periods on 
cooler days.
